Remains Unconscious 
Three Weeks After 
Fall In Church 

Mrs. Earle M. Rice, Narberth 
housewife and mother of two chil- 
dren, is still unconscious in Bryn 
Mawr Hospital nearly three weeks 
after falling down a flight of steps 
in the Baptist Church of the 
Evangle, Narberth. 

Mrs. Rice, the wife of John W. 
Rice, of 105 S. Narberth Ave., was 
discovered at the bottom of the 
steps February 21 by a group of 
boys who were playing basketball 
in the basement. The boys told 
officials of the church that Mrs. 
Rice had called from the top of the 
steps to see if her son, Robert E. 
Rice, 13 was there. 

Shortly afterward, the boys said, 
they heard a noise and found Mrs. 
Rice lying at the bottom of the 
steps. She was rushed to the hospi- 
tal in the Lower Merion Township 
police ambulance. 

Officials of the hospital stated that 
Mrs. Rice was suffering from a pos- 
sible fracture of the Bead, concus- 
sion, multiple bruises, and a frac- 
tured left wrist.

(Contin led from Page One) 
law, the School Directors are auth- 
orized to make a. temporary loan 
for the purpose of meeting the re- 
quests of the school teachers for 
higher salaries. 

We feel that such a. situation 
was never contemplated by the 
Legislature in enacting this sec- 
tion of the School Code and that 
the provisions of Section 563 can- 
not possibly be legally stretched to 
cover the situation in the present 
case. 
Two Courses 

"It would seem that there may 
be two important things for the 
teachers to do. 

"First, the time is approaching 
when it will become the duty of the 
School Directors to make up the 
budget for the school and fiscal 
years 1947-48. Even if a temporary 
loan were made at the present time 
it would have to be taken care of 
in the new budget and would neces- 
sarily cut down the amount of tax 
money available to pay teachers 
salaries for the next school year. 
The School Directors having levied 
the maximum tax possible under 
'the present law, no greater amount 
of tax funds would appear to be 
available during the next school 
year. If these funds are to be de- 
pleted by the re-payment of a tem- 
porary loan, it may well be that 
the School District will be unable 
to obtain sufficient teaches next 
year to carry on. 

"Secondly, the State Legislature 
is at present in session and no 
doubt ready and willing to act to 
aid the teachers in their present 
situation. While we said that no 
greater tax money may be ex 
pended during the next school year 
under present legislation, yet there 
is certain emergency legislation 
which may provide greater revenue 
for teachers salaries during the 
next school year. Counsel for both 
the petitioners and the respondents 
referred to such legislation in their 
arguments before the court."

S. Haws and Clifford Bates were 
the other members of the commit- 
tee before whom Mrs. Grace ap- 
peared when she applied for the 
job. There were nine other appli- 
cants, but Mrs. Grace was given 
the chance to "grow with the office" 
because she needed the job. 

She started out by answering 
phone calls which began to pour in 
once Narberth residents learned 
there was someone who would lis- 
ten to their complaints and who 
could pass them on to the right 
person. Before Mrs. Grace's advent 
to the office, Council was generally 
run from the members' business 
offices. 

One of the things which had long 
been on the list of Borough house- 
wives' complaints was the inconsis- 
tency of the garbage collection. 
With someone in the office all day, 
the garbage men could now make 
a check each day on whether or 
not anyone's collection had been 
inadvertently skipped. 
Deputy Collector 

In 1935 the tax collector's office 
was established in Borough Hall, 
and Mrs. Grace was made Deputy 
Tax Collector, which allowed resi- 
dents to pay their taxes at any 
time. Previously, taxes had been 
paid either by mail or on Saturday 
mornings at the bank, the only time 
Tax Collector Edwin P. Dold could 
be in town. 

Until 1937, Charles Nold had 
taken all the minutes of the meet- 
ings of Council, but upon his death 
that year, (he was killed while 
fighting a fire in his lineof duty 
as Borough Fire Chief), Mrs. Grace 
took over that job, too. 

Hers is one of the three signa- 
tures required on all Borough 
checks and ordinances. She signs 
all bond issues and takes care of 
the official records of the Borough. 

The same year she began to take 
minutes of the meetings of Council 
she was made official Secretary of 
the Borough and has sole charge 
of the Borough Seal. Other duties 
include sending the Borough budget 
to the Department of Internal 
Revenue, keeping the records of the 
current budget accounts in the offi- 
cial ledger; and seeing to it that 
the fiscal budget is prepared each 
year. 
All Kinds of Queries 

The Borough Secretary gets all 
kinds of questions, from "Who's a 
good dentist?" to "What time does 
the ball game start, and who's play- 
ing today?" 

In addition, she has to have a 
thorough working knowledge of 
Borough affairs and is in constant 
communication with all residents 
of the Borough. 

She is, in effect, the intermediary 
between the people and Council, 
which could be a very difficult job 
if she didn't accomplish it with so 
much flinesse.

Sixty residents, backed by six 
civic groups, last Thursday night 
succeeded in defeating a proposal 
to build a real estate office in a 
Wynnewood residential district. 

An appeal for a zoning variance, 
made by Clifford A. Rogers, presi- 
dent of the Suburban Construction 
Company, was denied by the Lower 
Merion Township Board of Adjust- 
ment. 
Wynnewood Site 

John E. Flynn, who appeared 
for Rogers, said his client wanted 
to build a one-story, four room, 
stone and brick building at 528 
Haverford Rd., Wynnewood, to be 
used for his private real estate 
office. 

Flynn said Rogers felt that be- 
cause the property was between 
two non-conforming use sites (a 
greenhouse on one side and veteri- 
nary hospital on the other), it was 
not feasible to utilize the property 
for residential purposes. 

Objectors to the appeal said 
Rogers knew when he bought the 
properly that it was in a residen- 
tial area, and that there was noth- 
ing to stop him from using it for 
residential purposes now. With the 
exception of the two non-conform- 
ing uses, they said the neighbor- 
hood was 100 ','c residential. 

They said, further, that if the 
appeal were granted it would serve 
as an opening wedge for other such 
businesses and would be detrimen- 
tal to neighborhood property 
values.

George D. Dougherty, Zoning 
Chairman of the Ard-Wood Civic 
Association, said the Association 
had gone to a lot of trouble last 
Spring to have re-zoned a large 
segment of ground facing the area 
in question. 

'"If this variance is granted," he 
said, "it will nullify the good work 
the commissioners did last spring." 

T. B. Baldridge, Jr., of 1442 
Hillside Ave., Wynnewood, asked 
where Rogers' clients would park 
their cars. "The property in ques- 
tion is at a dangerous intersec- 
tion," he said. "How could he park 
clients without encroaching on the 
street or someone else's property?"

Dawson, Jr., representing the 
Wynnewood Civic Association; Wal- 
ter Buck, of the Overbrook-Park- 
In-Wynnewood Civic Association;

Know Your 
State 

A comparison of the status of 
agriculture in the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania in 1945 and 1870 
shows a remarkable stability of 
our agriculture and the equally re- 
markable progress which has been 
made as the result of the introduc- 
tion of machinery. 

The total number of farms in 
Pennsylvania in 1870 was 174,041. 
This number has not substantially 
changed during the seventy-five 
years intervening, since the Census 
of Agriculture of 1945 shows a total 
of 171,761 farms. 
Cash Value of Farms 

A still more striking uniformity 
is shown in the cash value of farms 
which in 1870 was $1,043,000,000 and 
in 1945 $1,009,000,000, but the value 
of implements and machinery on 
the farm has very greatly increased. 
The figure in 1870 was $36,000,000. 
In 1945 it was $223,000,000, yet the 
farm wages paid increased from 
$23,000,000 to more than $51,000,000. 

The value of farm products rose 
from $184,000,000 in 1870 to $456,- 
000,000, which represents only the 
value of products sold, in 1945. The 
value of orchard products Increased 
from $2,670,000 to $18,944,000; the 
number of horses declined as would 
be expected from 460,000 in 1870 to 
202,000 in 1945, but the number of 
cows rose from 706,000 to 1,011,870 
in the years between 1870 and 1945. 
Increase in Tobacco 

The pattern of agriculture under- 
went very striking- changes in re- 
gard to certain products. In 1870 
we raised less than 3,500,000 pounds 
of tobacco; in 1945 we raised more 
than 46,000,000 pounds. Pennsylva- 
nia's potato crop Increased from 
12,900,000 bushels to 19,500,000 
bushels between 1870 and 1945. The 
gallons of milk sold rose from 14,«. 
000,000 to 483,000,003. Meanwhile 
many of the early products disap- 
peared altogether from the agri- 
cultural record or diminished to the 
vanishing point. In 1870 Pennsylva- 
nia produced 816,000 pounds of flax 
and 15,600 bushels of flaxseed, and 
in 1945, the flax crop amounted to 
only 38 bushels. The wool shorn fell 
from 6,561,000 pounds to 1,650,000. 

On Pennsylvania's farms the 
equipment has changed even more 
drastically than some of the out- 
standing crops. In 1945 there were 
127,000 farms equipped with elec- 
tricity, 142,000 farms had radios, 
69,000 had telephones, 66,000 had 
motor trucks, 93,000 nad tractors 
and 165,000 had automobiles. Not 
one of these advantages or con- 
veniences was available to anyone 
in the world in 1870.
